The 
accounts, at this season, may suggest a test of the shrewdness of the young 
people now home for the hoiidays.

If every benevolent draft for the relief of a literary man costs something 
more than 12/.; guess what would be the benevolent cost of fecding, clothing, 
housing, and edueating the orphan child of a literary man? 

Nothing need be said in explanation of these accounts—they speak for 
themselves—except, indeed, to repeat what has been so often explained, as to 
why the results are compared with the results of the benevolent proceedings 
of the Artists’ General Benevolent Fund. Comparisons have been instituted 
with other Societies and published; but differences—of no significance, but 
vuzzling to the uninformed—have been pointed out. In this instance, there 
is no difference. “The one Society is established for the relief of literary 
men; the other for the relief of artists. The cost and labor of inquiry, if 
any, must be essentially the same,—or less, perhaps, in the case of the Lite- 
rary Fund,—for, by its charter, it was established for the relief only ‘of men 
of learning and genius.” The Committee of the Literary Fund consists of 
nineteen gentlemen. It meets nine times in the year. It has, as assistants, 
three Treasurers, three Auditors, and three Registrars; and, under the old 
constitution, its Registrars undertook to ‘read all minutes, orders, and entries 
of the preceding meeting, and all letters addressed to the Society, or its 
officers; to take minutes of the business transacted, and of the orders made 
at each meeting, and to superintend the correspondence of the Society.’ To 
help these gentlemen to perform their not very onerous duties,—duties 
which, for ‘delicacy,’ they ought not te delegate to any paid official—and 
for a room to meet in, all expenses are incurred. What the annual amount 
of these expenses is, has been shown, from time to time, for the last twelve 
years,—and the summary positive and comparative, may be here repro-

M. Perrotin, of Paris, is going to print a new edition of Béranger’s “ Au- 
tobiegraphy,” which will be augmented by a considerable number of hitherto 
unprinted notes of the late poet to his chansons. For the possessors of the 
first edition of ““ Ma Biographie” these notes wall be published in a separate 
form. 


M. Emile de Girardin is revising the various leaders written by him, 
from 1836 to 1856, for the Paris journals. They will be published under the 
title of “ Les Questions de mon Temps,” in ten volumes, and treat, in four 
sections, the philosophical, political, economical, and financial questions of 

' the last twenty years. 
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Dr. George Thomas, one of the Librarians at the Royal Court Library, at 
Munich, has discovered in the manuscript department of that rich collection, 
a written copy of hitherto unknown sonnets by Petrarch, partly erotic and 

rtly political. Dr. Thomas reported on this important discovery at the 
Tost meeting of the Philosophical Section of the Royal Academy, which, we 
understand, will have his Report printed in a future volume of its “'Transac- 
tions.” It is likewise intended to print, with diplomatic accuracy, the manu- 
seript itself, and to publish it next year on the oceasion of the Academy’s 
jubilee. The manuscript, it is asserted, belonged formerly to the library of 
the Welser family, at Augsburg, and was brought to Germany, most likely, 
by Marcus Welser, the learned member of that family, who lived in the latter 
half of the sixteenth century. 


In a sale of books, which took place a few days ago at Paris, a copy of 
the Psalms, printed by Gutenberg, at Mayence, in 1461, was purchased for 
14,500 franes, after Baron Rothschild had been a bidder up to 14,000 franes. 
Five years ago, Baron Rothschild was likewise a high bidder for a copy of 
Gutenberg’s ‘‘ Catholicon,” which, however, was purchased by M. Jolar. Of 
Gutenberg’s Psalms there are now only four copies extunt; of the “ Ca- 
tholicon ” only three.

Bentley, of New Burlington Street, Publisher, on the other part. It is agreed that the said 
Richard Bentley shall publish at his own expense and risk a work at present entitled “ Peg 
Woffington,” and after deducting from the produce of the sales thereof the charges for 
printing, paper. advertisements, embellist:menta if any, and other incidental expenses, in- 
Gating the allowance of 10 per cent. on the gross amount of the sale for commission and 
risk of bad debts, the protits remaining of every edition that shall be printed of the work 
are to be divided into two equal parts, one moiety to be paid to the said Charles Reade, 
and the other moiety to belong to the said Richard Bentley. The books sold to be ac- 


counted for at the trade sale price, reckoning 25 copies as 24, unless it be thought advisable | 


to dispose of any copies, or of the remainder, at a lower price, which is left to the judgment 
and discretion of the said Richard Bentley. I[t is understood between the aforesaid parties

writer feels a strong and intelligible objection. The Publisher believes he 
has power over the two works, and, against Mr. Reade’s protest, actual or 
understood, issues them in his own particular form. Mr. Reade appeals to 
the Courts; and the question arises whether the above agreement conveys to 
Mr. Bentley a perpetual interest in the two works or only a conjoint interest 
determinable at the pleasure of Mr. Reade. Mr. Bentley’s counsel contend 
that his interest extends over the full term of copyright. Mr. Reade nat- 
urally enough, imagines that he should be able to withdraw his property 
from the action of his publisher when the co-partners cease to agree upon 
the mode of publication. In the mean time, as Mr. Bentley, convinced of 
his legal right, has stereotyped “ Peg” and Christie” for the railway stalls, 
and thereby incurred a large expense for the joint benefit of himself and the 


author, the sudden termination of the contract, if it shall deprive him of the | 


right to sell his cheap editions, will inflict on him a serious loss. Sir W. P. 
Wood takes all points and interests into consideration, and declares that Mr. 


Reade shall be allowed to determine the agreement with Mr. Bentley from | 


the date of his notice (that is to say, Oct. 5, 1857,) and that Mr. Bentley 
shall have enjoyed no legal right under the original agreement to publish 
any editions of these two works after that date. Mr. Reade is not to inter- 
fere with the sale of Mr. Bentley’s back stock. No costs are allowed. Both 
parties are blamed for drawing or signing so imperfect an instrument. 


A paragraph in last week’s Atheneum, copied from a Paris contemporary, 
contained some bibliographical intelligence which must have been startling 
to bibliographers. We are there told, that a few days ago a copy of the 
Psalms, printed by Gutenberg, at Mayence, in 1461, was sold at Paris for 
500 franes more than Baron Rothschild was disposed to give for it. There

Gutenberg’s Psalter was not sold—because 
There's no such book to sell. 





The first book ever printed with a date was the edition of the Psalter 
issued by Fust and Scheffer in 1457; that book was reprinted more than 
onee—not however in 1461; and the edition of 1502 was the last book to 
which Scheffer’s name was attached as the printer; showing that he survived 
for forty-five years, to see Europe tanned soe with about 10,000 printed 
books, produced by the art he had helped to invent. Gutenberg, it is well 
known, was not on good terms in 1457 with Fust and Scheffer, and the only 
book he is ever supposed to have printed is the “ Catholicon ” of 1460 which 
does not bear his name. ‘ Of Gutenberg’s Psalms there are only four copies 
extant, of the ‘ Catholicon’ only three.” This must be also correeted, Of 
Gutenberg’s Psalms there are no copies extant. Of the “ Catholicon” there 
are three in the British Museum: one in the King’s Library, one in the 
General Library, and one, the most splendid of the three, in the Greenville. 
Of course, several other copies are known elsewhere. 

The German historian Fredrich Wilhelm Barthold, Professor of History at 
the University of Greifswald, died on the 12th of January, fifty-eight years 
old. Among his numerous works a “ History of Pomerania,” a “ Monograph 
on Johann von Werth,” and various writings on the “ Stidtewesen” of Ger- 
many, may be mentioned.

THE STEREOSCOPE. 


In addition to the many duties which the sun has faithfully and punctaally performed for 6000 years or so, he has lately given attention to the 
fine arts. Since M. Daguerre, Prof. Draper, and others, have placed the painter’s peneil in his hand, and employed him in taking “ warranted like- 
nesses, or the money returned,” we have learned to look upon the centre of our solar system as something besides a mere warming apparatus for 
our lady mother the earth, and our respect is proportionably increased for the versatility of his talent, by discovering that he has extended his 
sphere in the domain of art, and wields the sculptor’s chisel with a skill that may make Powers hang his head (and perhaps, his body) im very 
despair. : 

Most people would like to see a correct representation of St. Peter's, the Cathedral of Strasbourg, Westminster Abbey, Mont Blane, the Venns 
de Medici, Apollo Belvidere, the Leaning Tower of Pisa; Queen Victoria, the Imperial Baby, and the Bunker Hill Monument; and though the 
Daguerreotype be not so high a manifestation of art as would meet the approval of Mr. Ruskin, not a few would prefer its minute exactness to any 
more poetical imagery. If this may be taken as popular sentiment, how much better pleased would the public eye be with not only a representa- 
tion of such and such like objects as acenrately as they can be conveyed upon a rane surface, but with a perfectly correct miniature MopEL, in 
which all the parts are reproduced in their exact proportions, preserving their proper relative distances, and bearing the same relation to the 
daguerreotype or photograph as the living group of the Siddons family would to Harlow’s picture of “ The Tryal of Queen Katherine.” And yet by 
the perfected Stereoscope this most wonderful wonder is accomplished. 

It has not eseaped pretty general observation that animated creation, for the most part, enjoys the possession of duplicate eyes; and it has been 
shrewdly suggested that the especial purpose of this provision is, that a sharp look out may be kept without dangeronsly twisting the neck. With- 
out entering into any scientific investigation into the laws of optics, we may remark that each eye is capable of receiving and communicating im- 
pressions independently to the brain. If we look at a horse with the left eye alone, or with the right eye alone, or with both eyes together, he is 
still a horse. If we look at a daguerreotype in the same manner, it still remains a daguerreotype. We hope all our readers understand thoroughly 
the beautiful distinction between monocular and binocular views, more particularly as we don’t. At any rate, it may be taken for granted that 
there és a difference, which is all-suflicient for present purposes. By the binocular or two-cyed view, a very singular and remarkable effect can be 
produced. If two exactly similar daguerreotypes of the sa:ne object be taken and looked at simultaneously, one by each eye, all idea or appearance 
of plane surface is dispelled, and instead of a picture we see a reduced copy of the thing itself, with its accessories, in all their relations as solid 
objects. Thus, in looking at daguerreotypes of St. Peter’s in this manner, we would see a miniature of that edifice, not in relief, but a perfect and 
wonderful illusion of the church itself, within the dimensions of a walnut. By the same method we may see a carved statue, in little, of the Greek 
Slave, or a model of Mont Blane, or of anything else. A group of persons is produced with all the fidelity of outline given by the daguerreotype, 
but without the slightest appearance of being a picture. A box, a tree, a road, does not convey the idea ot shape or dimensions by means of the 
distribution of light and shade, foreshortening, adjustment of outline, or relations of size, but becomes a small box, a small tree, or a small road, not 
seeming to be a Jarge box or tree diminished by distance, but a small box or tree, near by, to be touched and played with, and be broken like 
children’s toys. This idea of solidity is the basis of the name given to the apparatus by means of which these effects are produced; and the Stereo- 
scope invented by Prof. Wheatstone, and moditied and perfected by Sir David Brewster, may be briefly described as a box to hold two pictures 
placed opposite two tubes containing refracting lenses to which the eyes are adjusted.— American Publishers’ Circular, Sept. 13th, 1856.
